ney , of St. Clou d, being present and 
after considerable 
discu ssion 
the 
committee agreed on the presentation 
of a sliding scale of consu mption* and 
ates as follows: 
For a consu mption u p to 10 mil­ 
lion cu bic feet $1.25 per 100*0 cu bic 
feet; u p to 15 million, $1.22%; u p to 
20 million, $1.20; u p to 25 millions, 
$1.17 %; u p to 30 million $1.15; 
up 
to 35 million, $1.12%; u p to 40 mil­ 
lion, $1.10, and prov iding for a re­ 
a c t i on of 10 cents per 1,000 
cubic 
feet for prompt pay ment of bills, th a t 
is to say , on or before the 20th of 
each month for prev iou s m onth ’s hill. 
A sliding scale was also presen­ 
ted cov ering rates for large consu m­ 
ers, consu ming 10,000 to 20.000 cu bic 
feet, 20,000 to 30,0000, 30,000 
or 
more cu bic feet to receiv e a redu c­ 
tion of 12%, 15 and 17 % cents re­ 
spectiv ely per 1,000 cu bic feet con­ 
su med. 
This last featu re being con­ 
sidered somewhat immaterial, as it 
was reasoned, that the gas company 
wou ld particu larly cater to the cu s­ 
tom of th e large consu mers any how 
withou t reference thereto in the fran­ 
chise.

"Cattle Raising Should be Encour­ 
aged in Crow Wing County ,” 
Say s P. J. Oberst 
In an interv iew with P. J. Oberst, 
the well known S^lz shoe merchant, 
lie giv es his v iews on why beef and 
leather hav e steadily adv anced and 
as a remedy urges that cattle raising 
should be encouraged in the coun­ 
try at large and Crow Wing county 
in p articular. 
"Within the last six y ears,” said 
Mr. Oberst, ‘‘there has "been an in­ 
crease of 11 p er cent in the p op ula­ 
tion of the United States, while the 
number of cattle raised 
has 
de­ 
creased about 22 p er cent. 
In 19 07 
there were eight head of cattle to 
ev ery ten p ersons in this country ; 
now that number has decreased to six 
head and at the same 
rate 
there 
would be only four head of cattle to 
each ten p ersons in 19 19 . 
“ The cattle shortage is with us 
now; it is something that must be 
reckoned with today , 
it isn't und- I 
erstood; ev en shoe retailers seem to' 
blame the shoe manufacturers f o r 1 
constantly adv ancing 
p rices, 
and 
some shoe rnunufacturerers blame 'the ! 
tanners; but shortage of cattle and 
nothing but shortage 
of cattle 
is 
causing it and until the cattle sup ­ 
p ly of this country is rep lenished 
there can he no relief. 
"Sp eaking of tariff l will say 1 am 
no crank on this subject, y et how can 
all the tariff reduction in the world 
just or unjust, reasonable or un­ 
reasonable as they may be, effect the 
one main cause of high liv ing—the 
shortage of cattle on which so much 
dep ends. 
"It seems only reasonable that the 
p rop er remedy lies in the raising of 
more cattle 
in 
this 
country . 
It 
should be p articularly encouraged in 
(’row Wing county . 
"Strenuous efforts on Die p art of 
the gov ernment that would p roduce 
r suits in tile shap e of increased cat­ 
tle sup p ly would do more to lower 
the cost of liv ing then almost any ­ 
thing *» lse that we know' of and un ­ 
til this is done the cost of that p art 
of liv ing which dep ends up on meat 
consump tion and 
on 
merchandise 
manufactured from leather, will con­ 
tinue in sp ite of the legislation that 
Washington has enacted or will en­ 
act. 
A farmer entered my p lace of 
business recently and stated that a 
local buy er called at his farm and 
asked him for p rices on four head of 
y oung cattle. 
"He told the buy er they were not 
for sale as he intended to ’keep them 
for breeding p urp oses; y et he said he 
sold them since the buy er offered him 
such an attractiv e p rice that he could 
not resist. 
Coup led with the short­ 
age of cattle and the increased p op ­ 
ulation comes the ex cessiv e demand 
for leather to be used in the manu­ 
facture- of millions of automobiles 
since it requires about two hides for 
the up holstering of each car. 
“ As Mr. Selz p ut it, ‘With the in­ 
crease of leath r p rices and the de- 
crease in p rices of the automobiles the 
I rich man will p arade the av enues 
I with real leather shoes on his feet

In an interview with P. J. Oberst,

“ Within the last six years,” said

In 1907 
there were eight head of cattle to 
every ten persons In this country; 
now that number has decreased to six 
head and at the same

would be only four head of cattle to 
each ten persons in 1919. 


"The cattle shortage is with us 
now; it is something that must be 
reckoned with today. 
It isn t und­ 
erstood; even shoe retailers seem to 
blame the shoe manufacturers for 
constantly advancing 
prices, 
and 
some shoe manufucturerers blame the 
tanners; hut shortage of cattle and 
nothing hut shortage 
of cattle 
is 
causing it and until the cattle sup­ 
ply of this country is replenished 
there can he no relief. 


“ Speaking of tariff I will say I am 
no crank on this subject, yet how can 
all the tariff reduction in the world 
— just or uujust, reasonable or u n­ 
reasonable as they may he, effect the 
one main cause of high living— the 
shortage of cattle on which so much 
depends.
